Bernaut also furnished information of general interest in connection 
with the "Latvian" group activity in Soviet Intelligence. She said during 
"Ludwig’s" time if a Soviet agent was described as a "Latvian" it was the 
equivalent of saying he is important and trusted, and also in the inner circles. 
This was due to the fact that General Berzin of the Soviet Fourth Department was 
a Latvian and when he came into this position, he brought with him his Latvian 
ifriends. As examples of this, she stated that Alfred Tiltin, who was a Latvian, 
was a highly placed agent and would even be considered as being superior to her 
husband, "Ludwig". 

She also advised that Nicholas Dozenberg, who was active in the United 
States with Tiltin, was also a Latvian, and consequently was an agent of some 
standing. She said that Dozenberg would certainly have a great deal of valuable 
information. She indicated that she knew that Dozenberg had been interviewed by 
American authorities. Further, she stated that it was her'understanding that 
Dozenberg had not supplied the authorities with anywhere near the amount of 
information of which she considered him to be capable. 

With further reference to the "Latvians", Berzin, Tiltin, and 
Dozenberg were all in Military Intelligence$ however, Bemaut indicated that the 
Latvians who were in the GPU were also agents of standing.
